ALLOCATIONS SET FOR ASEAN FOOD SECURITY RESERVE 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 17 Oct 79 pp 2, 3 


[Text] The ASEAN Food Security Reserve will be stored by the individual 
members of ASEAN, themselves, and will not be collected at one location. 


Thus, the individual nations are responsible for the reserve, including 
financing. 


Information obtained by KOMPAS from the office of the Logistics Board 
yesterday suggests that the system of storing the ASEAN food reserve by 
individual member states is considered practical and realistic. This is 
because the total amount of the reserve will be 50,000 tons of rice, which 
would be difficult to store in one place. "Not~only must the location be 
considered, but also financing, security and transportation are basic 
considerations that are difficult to dgal with", said a Logistics Board 
source. 


Actually, the ASEAN food reserve will not be for rice, only, but in its 
early stages, it will concentrate on rice, only, with a target of 50,000 tons. 


Of that amount, Indonesia's share is 12,000 tons; Malaysia's, 6,000 tons; 
Philippines’, 12,000 tons; Singapore's, 5,000 tons; and Thailand's share 
15,000 tons. Both the total and the individual shares will be reviewed 
periodically, based on the food situation in the ASEAN area, and in the 
world, in general. 





The source noted that the stockpiling of 12,000 tons of rice for the 

ASEAN food reserve is no problem. The ASEAN food reserve has already been 
calculated in to the total food reserve. Indonesia's national rice reserve 
is 700,000-800,000 tons per year. The 12,000 tons for the ASEAN food 
reserve can be drawn from the national food reserve. 


The idea for a collective food reserve for the ASEAN area was generated by 
the ASEAN economic ministers at their third meeting in Manila in January 
1979. The document agreeing to the food reserve was approved by the 
economic ministers at their seventh session in Manila at the beginning of 
September. It will subsequently be signed by the ASEAN foreign ministers 
at the nearest opportunity, so that it can become an operational agreement 
as soon as possible. 

















The nation or nations involved wil! quickly release rice from the emergency 
reserve when needed. Pricc, terms and other conditions will be determined 
in discussions between the nati~ns involved. Rice reserves released will 
be made good as soon as possible, so that the reserve is restored to its 
original total. 


So that cooperation in the food reserve can progress effec.ively, each 
nation agrees to periodically pass on information concerning government 
policy on food stocks, and other aspects of the supply situation, and food 
needs, particularly for rice. Based on the information collected, there will 
be a periodic analysis of food prospects in the ASEAN area, and worldwide. 


It was agreed that an ASEAN Food Reserve Board would be formed to manage 
and coordinate the food reserve. 


The 50,000 tons which make up the emergency reserve may seem rather small 
at first glance. However, the source noted, the emergency international 
food reserve recommended by the United Nations World Food Conference has a 
target of just 500,000 tons. This target has not been met; the reserve 
was just 330,000 tons in 1978 and 306,000 tons in 1979.

MEETINGS OF LEAGUE OF CONSTITUTIONAL AWARENESS, PARLIAMENT 
Democracy Not Working 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 25 Sep 79 p 12 


[Excerpts] Vieved from a legal-formal aspect, Indonesian democracy, that 
is, Pancasile demcracy, is perfect. It has all the attributes of a 
democratic system. ‘This is the opinion of retired Lieutenant General 
A.J. Mokoginta, a member of the League of Constitutional Awareness. 


“But if we don't want to lie, we know that democracy is not working,” he 
said. 


Mokoginta expressed these thoughts in the Parliament Building, at a 
dialogue between the board of the League of Constitutional Awareness and 
Parliamentary leaders Saturday. Among the members of the League were 

Dr Azis Saleh, Prof Sunario, and former governor of Greater Jakarta, 

Ali Sadikin. Theywere received by Parliamentary leaders, including Chair- 
man Daryatmo, vice Chairmen Mashuri SH, KH Masykur, Moh. Isnaeni, and the 
deputy Secretary General of Parliament. 


According to Mokoginta, what we now have is a “mechanism for fiow from 
top down." Because there is no opposition, this is regarded as democracy. 
According to Mokoginta, this is not certain. If people do not say any- 
thing, it can mean they agree, but it can also mean they are afraid to 
speak their minds, or may not be able to express themselves because they 
are not articulate. 


He believes that what is in questicn is not the legal-formal system of 
Pancasila democracy, but its implementation. 


In that connection, several members of the League of Constitutional Aware- 
ness expressed their concern over the Village Government draft law, which 
Parliament will begin the third phase of study on Monday morning. The 
provisions of the law call for selection of the village chiefs by the 
people can be replaced by men appointed by the Regent, if regional regula- 
tions stipulate that village chiefs must be approved by the Regent, and 
the Regent does not like the candidate selected by the people. According 
to the League, this harms democracy in the villages. 
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Pzrliamentary Chairman Daryatmo and vice Chairmen Mashuiri SH and KH Masykur 
said that the draft law was provisional, and its provisions could be 
changed, because it was still under stud> by Parliar-at. KH Masykur stated 
that just like the Marriage draft law, this one coul. .:2 changed. 


Former governor Ali Sadikin asked whether Parliament and the government 
could devise a mechanism legalizing the dval function of the Armed Forces, 
without having the public regard che Armed Forces as dominant everywhere, 
including politics. 


Concerning the proposal that Parliament be more open in expressins,; opinions 
that differed from the government, Mashuri said that this was governed 

by how far matters could be discussed openly, and which matters remained 
closed. 


Mashuri also said that Parliamentary leaders and average citizens were 
apprehensive about expressing their ideas. He quoted President John F. 
Kennedy, who said it was hard to find a person brave enough to express 
opinions in the interest of the majority. 


Former governor Ali Sadikin asked Parliawent to pay close attention to the 
Armed Forces budget for the coming year, particularly in regard to equip- 
ment, since Indonesia lags far behind its neighbors and fellow ASEAN 
members. Priorities for the budget are needed, but in his opinion, the 
problem of Armed Forces equipment needs close attention. “East Timor was 
an expensive lesson,” he noted.

[Excerpts] The League of Constitutional Awareness expects functional 

groups commanding an absolute majority in Parliament to play more of a role 
in reforming and streamlining matters not in keeping with the Constitutions. 
This was conveyed in a Thursday meeting between the Teague and leaders 

and members of functional groups in the Parliament Building. 


The meeting, which lasted for more than four hours, alternated between 
tension, heat, noisy and joviality. The League group was led by Dr Azis 
Saleh, and included Ali Sadikin, Drs Hugeng IS, AJ Mokoginta, Kamal, 
Nazir Lubis, and retired Admiral Nazir. The functional group delegation 
included Fraction Chairman Sugiharto, Djoni Simanjuntak, Harsono RM, 
Sukardi, Suharto, Secretary Ir Kusumaatmadja, Sumarsono, Mrs ‘“ammy Pidado 
and Dr Sudarko. 


Several prob!ems were raised, all pertaining to the Constitution of 1945, 
which both sides regard as having been achieved formally, but not materially. 
Azis Saleh said that since 18 August, the League had been trying to inven- 
tory all views concerning the implementation of the Constitution. "We 

are here not as opponents or prosecutors, but because there is a connection 
with current unrest," he said.

According io Bang Ali, a general election based on pictures does not wake 
Parliament members feel responsible for their actions. "It would be better 
if we used the district system, so that people will be chosen," said Ali, 
"so that the people can call on their choice to seek an accounting." 


Hugeng, former chief o’ the Indonesian Police, compalined about police 
authority, which is actually not exercised by the police, only. 


Hugeng noted tl the Command for the Restoration of Security and Order 
is an extra-ces'« “utional institution, since it is not provided for in 
the Constitution -f 1».3. Above all, under nermal conditions like the 
present, how can it be justified, he asked. 


Ali Sadikin regrets Parliamentary silence about the authority of the 
Command for the Restoration of Security and Order, and its detention 
practices. 


Djoko Sudjatmiko and Sukardi of the functional groups refuted these ideas. 
Djoko said that just because something was not provided for in the Consti- 
tution did not make it extra-constitutional, and therefore, unconstitutional. 
What about the general election, which is not provided for in the Constitu- 
tion of 1945? Is it extra-constitutional?", he asked. Sukardi assured 

that the Command for the Restoration of Security and Order is based on 

law, that is, on a decision of the People's Deliberative Council. 


Bang Ali rejected the charge that members of the League were inconsistent, 
and had not been New Order officials. Functional group Secretary Sarwono 
had criticized their attitude as inconsistent, without indicating who he 
meant. He said only that for example, there were officials who were 
tyrannical when in office, but after their term was over, their attitude 
changed entirely, and they now appear wise and intellectual. 


Ali Sadikin also criticized the uaity of the Armed Forces and the public. 
"Lf the Armed Forces are truly one with the public, why is there a Large 
Function Group, consisting of Korpri, the Armed Forces and functional 
groups?", he asked. 


The Armed Forces belong to the people; not just to the functional groups, 
but also to the Indonesian Democratic Party and the United Development 
Party. 


Concerning dual function, he believes it is permissible, but it must be 


selective, and apply only to matters where the prblic needs it, It is 
widespread, and touches all aspects of people's lives. 
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The spread of dual function has led to wider excesses. Unlike the past, 
there now are two classes, military and non-military. 


The functional groups did not give their reactions to several problems, 
including dual function, and the unity of the Armed Forces and the people. 
They did not deal with Prof Sumario, who did not agree to the use of the 
terms, “native” and “non-native”. The Constitution of 1945 does not use 
those terms; it only refers to “genuine Indonesians", he said. The tern, 
“native” is reminiscent of the term, “inlarder" during the colonial period, 
and is felt to be demeaning. 


The functional group representatives, although feeling that they had 
“received indiscriminate thoughts", nevertheless hoped that League members 
will call again, to give their proposals and suggestions.

SOVIET VETERANS CONTINUE COOPERATION WITH LVRI

[Excerpts] A delegation of the Veteran Legion of the Indonesian Republic 
(LVRI), led by its chairman Lt Gen (retired) Achmad Tahir early in Septem- 
ber arrived in Moscow at the invitation of the Soviet Union War Veterans 
Committee. The LVRI delegation consisted of four members: Lt Gen (re- 
tired) Soegih Arto, Vice Admiral (retired) Rachmat Sumengkar and Rear Air 
Marshal Budiardjo. 


Last year a delegation of the Soviet Union War Veterans led by a member 
of the Presidium of the SU War Veterans Committee Admiral (retired) Semyon 
Zakharov visited In¢e>nesia as a guest of LVRI. 


According to the Soviet Union Embassy in Jakarta, veterans from both coun- 
tries have agreed to continue the ccoperation between them to reach a 
common goal and to be able to exchange experiences in the many fields re- 
lated to veterans’ activities. 


While in the Soviet Union, LVRI delegation will visit and conduct meetings 
in Moscow, Leningrad and Minsk. It is hoped that the delegation's visit 
will enhance and strengthen the friendship and good relations between the 
Indonesian and the Soviet Union veterans.

EFFECT OF BAN ON OFFICERS’ BUSINESS ACTIVITIES VIEWED

[Text] The ban on business activities for active duty Armed Forces of- 
ficers has been well publicized. There are those who are unhappy, but 
Many more applaud. What effect will this have on the dual function of the 
Armed Forces? In which direction is the Armed Forces moving: 


It was at the east parking lot of Senayan Field in Jakarta on 5 October 
1979. Scores of students crowded General Jusuf, Minister of Defense and 
Security/Armed Forces Commander, in connection with a ceremony commemo- 
rating the 34th anniversary of the Armed Forces, to express their regards. 
Cheers and shouts of "Long live Pak Jusuf" echoed. Jusuf, as usual, with- 
out a bodyguard until it was forced upon him by their pressure. Yet he 
kept smiling, acd shook every hand extended. 


He is obviously poputar. This is possibly because of his plain statements 
which are felt to go “against the current," and are like a breath of fresh 
air. His latest statement, announced two weeks ago, is still reverberating: 
All aciive duty military officers are forbidden to be directly engaged in 
business. This is so they can be good officers, and can concentrate on 
their duties. Those who do not comply with this decision will be dismissed 
or be put on pension more rapidly. 


Admiral Sudomo, Deputy Armed Forces Commander, explained at the beginning 
of October that the chiefs of staffs of all the services ani the Indonesian 
Police were directed to gather data on Armed Forces members working out- 
side the military, and were to forward this data before 6 October. Army 
Chief of Staff General Widodo estimated that some 200-300 Army officers 
would be affected. 


Before the ban was promulgated, the practice of engaging in business by many 
military officers was regarded as common by the public, although there were 
complaints and criticisms because it was believed to compete with private 
enterprise in an unhealthy manner. Yet many were amazed when they were 
told such a ban had been in effect since 1974, under Government Directive 














No 6/1974. Enterprises owned by the military or under military auspices 
had long been accepted as a reality. Why did General Jusuf suddenly go 
beyond Govérnment Directive No 6/1974, withdrawing all military officers 
serving in state enterprises? What influence will this have on those 
enterprises? 


"The Minister of Defense and Security's instructions will not affect the 
operatiors of Tri Usaha Bhakti," said Principal Director, Brigadier General 
(Ret) Yan Munandar Yunus. The company, regarded as being sponsored by the 
Department of Defense and Security, was founded, among others, by Generals 
Umar Wirahadikusumah, Sambas Admadinata, Mokoginta, and Rudy Pirngadie in 
1968. 


Tri Usaha Bhakti has, of course, attracted many Armed Forces officers, 
but the number on active duty has steadily declined. "Now, there are only 
two on active duty. In practice, they will not return to their service, 
since they have been here a long time," Yunus continued. 


Around 40 enterprises were created by Army officers about 1966 to seck 
additional profit, before being joined into Tri Usaha Bhakti. The result 
was insufficient experience and expertise. Tri Usaha Bhakti did not pro- 
gress. In 1969, losses totalled 2 million Rupiahs. There was a profit 

of 114 million Rupiahs in 1971, but that shrank to only 1.9 million Rupiahs 
in 1972. When YM Yunus became Principal Director in 1973, Tri Usaha Bhakti 
was all but bankrupt. 


A question which bothered Yunus at the time: Was this company to seek 
profit, only, or was it to become a "pure" enterprise? Then, the basis 
for a new law was laid. Tri Usaha Bhakti came under Kartika Eka Paksi 
Foundation. A total of 1.4 billion Rupiahs in private capital was fed in. 
"This institution is entirely independent cf the military. If the Army, 
for example, asks the Foundation for social aid, there is no obligation to 
fulfill it," explained Yunus, who has been retired since 1975. 


In 1974, the number of enterprises shrank to 14 in a consolidation. As 

a parent enterprise, Tri Usaha Bhakti concentrated its attention on four 
sectors: logging, trade, industry and textiles. Apparently, Tri Usaha 
Bhakti is now achieving rapid progress; it has sales of around $11 billion 
per year. Its sphere of activity has extended to aviation, insurance, 

and many other joint enterprises. Included among these are Taliabu Luna 
Timber; Wahana Bhakti Utama; Sempati A.r Transport; and Purwanadjasa 
Insurance. 


Tri Usaha Bhakti may be an example of a military-sponsored enterprise which 
later becomes independent. Not all enterprises are as successful as Tri 
Usaha Bhakti. Possibly reflecting their wish to emulate Tri Ushaha Bhakti, 
an increasing number of military-sponsored enterprises are trying to 
achieve independence of their parent. 
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One example is the enterprises sponsored by Dharma Putera Foundation. Ac- 
cording to Army Chief of Staff General Widodo, those enterprises, under the 
Army Strategic Command, are hamstrung because the Commander, Army Strategic 
Command has not made the necessary arrangements. Is that true? “All of 
them have been hurt, including Garuda Mataram, which markets Volkswagen 
automobiles," admitted Major General (Ret) Soenggoro, recently named 
Principal Director. 


Of the original 17 enterprises--21 registered but only 17 certified--just 
five remain, in a holding company, Dharma Kencana Sakti. "These are 
Mandala Airlines; Garuda Mataram; Superputers (workshops); Havedeco (log- 
ging); and Dharma Films," Soenggoro noted. Dharma Kencana Sakti was founded 
in February 1979 after many of the enterprises in the Dharma Putera group 
were failing or bankrupt. Dharma Putera Foundation was established by 
Major General Soeharto, commander of the Army Strategic Command in 1964, 

to promote the welfare of the soldiers, which had declined during the time 
of the People's Command. 


Soenggoro noted that Dharma Kencana Sakti shares, bought from Dharma Putera, 
were owned by several retired military men, incuding himself. He refused 
to indicate the amount of capital and sales of these enterprises, saying 
"it was still being investigated." 


What is the connection between Dharma Kencana Sakti and Dharma Putera 
Foundation? "Dharma Putera of the Army Strategic Command does not own 
shares in Dharma Kencana. However, as former members of the Army Strategic 
Command, we have a moral obligation to help that foundation. If we make 

a profit, we will give it, with the understanding that it must be produc- 
tive, not consumptive," explained the former Deputy Chief of Staff of the 
Army Strategic Command, who retired in 1975. 


Increasingly, government regulations make it difficult for semi-official 
enterprises. "For real estate projects in Ciledug, we are pressed to meet 
conditions, we must furnish the land location; 2 list of the names of 
buyers; and bank papers," said H. Soetjipto, Principal Director of Wisma 
Kartika. "It is not true that military-sponsored enterprises now get 
projects easily," continued a retired colonel who heads an enterprise 
sponsored by the Navy. 


The day when a military-sponsored enterprise could count on facilities 
is apparently over. There was a rush to consolidate, like Tri Usaha 
Bhakti and Dharma Kencana. But many more have not yet done so. Of the 
21 enterprises in Yala Trada, many are active in name, only. 


What about all these efforts? Apparently, the background of General Jusuf's 
decision is not unrelated to what has been done thus far: to cleanse the 
image of the Indonesian National Army (TNI); to restore the image of the 
TNI as model soldiers, so as to unite the Armed Forces ana the people. 

All of this is outlines in the goals of Strategic Plan II, which 

basically aims at increasing the professionalization and modernization 

of the Armed Forces. 
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Why has this direction been chosen? "The present situation compels us to 
do it. We are accelerating the program," said a high Department of Defense 
and Security official. Apparently, the problem of East Timor i. a prime 
reason that the Armed Forces leadership is now pressing this progsam. In 
facing the disturbance in East Timor, the military is rated “insufficiently 
prepared," leading to unexpected results. 


Now, after the East Timor problem has been settled, efforts at self-super- 
vision have arisen in military leadership circles. Past mistakes were 
examined. One conclusion drawn: in the past, becausethe military was 
involved in problems regarded as not essential to the Armed Forces, train- 
ing, readiness and supply were neglected. This is what we now seek to 


improve. 


That is why General Jusuf speeded up the implementation of the program to 
cut down tc 60 Armed Forces battalions and buy new equipment. Concur- 
rently, there were steps at internal consolidation. Among other measures 
is the reduction of outside invelvement by military figures, and the 
improvement of the Armed Force's image, which is regarded as having de- 
clined, due to past excesses. "Indirectly, East Timor wa blessing 

in disguise for us," a Department of Defense and Securit: v.f.ci -_om- 
mented. 


The idealism of military personnel has faded greatly, and we want to re- 
store it. We want to be respected again as an “army of fighters" which 
places the interests of the people above all. This motive led to the ban 
against active duty officers engaging directly in trade. "In the past, 
business was taboo for soldiers. We were proud of our attributes as 
soldiers," said an officer of the Generation of 1945. 


Many ask: What steps will follow the ban on trade? Will there be other 
regulations withdrawing military personnel serving in the executive? 


President Soeharto touched upon the problem of dual function extensively 
last week, in a speech on the Armed Forces anniversary. 


"We have performed our role as a force defending security and as a social 
force from the beginning, long before the term, dual function of the 
Armed Dorces was known,” said the president. He quoted the Father of the 
Indonesian National Army, General Soedirman, who said the politics of the 
TNI is the politics of the nation. Dual function must be carried out with 
that kind of spirit. 


Dual function of the Armed Forces, said the president, does not entirely 
mean the "distribution of personnel" from military circles other fields. 
Nor does it mean the expansion of military authority to other fields. It 
is more a summons to service than a right. "Dual function is a summons 
and a historic responsibility," said the president. 
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Historic summons, of course, led to the carrying out of the dual functions 
of the Armed Forces at the beginning of the 1960's. Dual function was 
affirmed in law, and was accepted as a reality in accordance with the 
mature of the birth of the Armed Forces. But the implementation of dual 
function was often questioned by the public: Was the degree of involvement 
necessary? 


That problem has been discussed in military circles recently. Now, there 
is thinking about how far the withdrawal of Armed Forces officers from 
various fields will go. A senior officer speculated that the ban may 
later extend to legislative bodies. “The Armed Forces has representa- 
tives; that will not be lost from dual function of the Armed Forces," 

he said. 


Meanwhile, the presence of many military men in the executive branch "is 
a temporary emergency, when the situation demands. We are actually 
more inclined to back up the civil government,” another senior officer 
noted. The military cannot be active in all fields. 


Voices like that were often heard in the past, but without results. How- 
ever, in the present situation, unofficial opinions like these are now 
solicited. This indicates that a spirit of enthusiasm is growing in 

the Armed Forces. 


It may be too early to discuss a "far off" problem like that. One can 
await implementation of the ban on commerce for military officers, which 
is regarded as more near-term. Lieutenant General Charis Suhud, Chief of 
Staff for Works, Departme:t of Defense and Security, said last Saturday 
that the inventory of military officers working outside the military 
would be completed at the end of the month. Admiral Sudomo has asked 
that the chiefs of staff forward the data from their respective services 
before 6 October. 


The execution in the field has not been very smooth. Several officers 
serving in state enterprises said they had not yet received the inventory 
forms from the Department of Defense and Security. Those officers are 
coord aated by the Works Coordination Officer (Pakokar). Pakokar 09, 
which is headed by Marshall Sribimo Ariotejo, regulates appointment of 
military officers, both active and on pension, who work in the State Tin 
Company; Aneka Tambang; PJKA; Pertamina; and a number of other enter- 
prises. "Je are here because we have been assigned here. If the Depart- 
ment of Defense and Security withdraws us, we will accept it," said 
several officers. 


Not all of them were pleased. Several officers were not happy about the 
regulation. "In their hearts, they want to stay here. But is hard to 
give up the green jacket," one officer admitted. 


"They are not wrong. They are there because they were assigned there,” 
said Daryatmo, chairman of Parliament, who once served as chief of Works 
Staff, Department of Defense and Security. It was believed necessary to 
offer a choice to those assigned outside the military who are unable to 


find other posts.

The problem is not whether they are right or wrong. T'mes have changed. 
What once was needed is no longer required. Why is the choice offered? 
"So that they can become good officers," said General Jusuf. Indonesia 
always needs good officers. 


Overhauling the Machine 


He is often referred to as a perfectionist by some of his comrades. This 
is because of his thoroughness, among other things. A member of the 
Yogyakarta Military Academy's first graduating class, along with Lieuten- 
ant General Sajidiman, who is close to Minister of Defense and Security, 
General Jusuf. 


Major General Yogi Supardi, 50, is now Assistant for General Planning, and 
doubles as chief of the Administrative Staff, Department of Defense and 
Security. Last week, the former commander, Military Region XVI/Udayana 
(1972-74) and commander, Army Staff and Command School (1974-76) explained 
the background of General Jusuf's measures to Susanto Pudjomartono of 
TEMPO. 


[Question] Recently, there has been increasing discussion about the 
efforts of Armed Forces leaders to restore the prestige of the Armed 
Forces to that once en‘oyed by the TNI. What about this problem? 


[Answer] We must explain, who, or what is the TNI? Our system of defense 
is the Total People's Defense and Security. This is in keeping with law: 
Every citizen has the right and obligation to protect the nation. This 
means everyone is a soldier. 


Army Seminar II in 1966 concluded, that broadly speaking, the INI embodies 
the militant, patriotic spirit of Pancasila. The TNI is not identified 
with the Armed Forces, alone. But it includes the entire population of 
Indonesia, which either fights, or is ready to fight on the battlefield 
alongside the Armed Forces on the basis of Pancasila. 


[Question] What is meant by matters that have been neglected in the past? 


[Answer] It may be more correct to say that there were excesses in the 
past.’ Pak Jusuf is trying to eliminate those excesses. I am sorry if 
there are those who see it as an attempt to achieve professionalism, in 
its narrowest meaning. The Minister of Defense and Security wishes to 
achieve the following: Idealism must not be denied, but military disci- 
pline must be increased. 


Pak Jusuf places ethics, enthusiasm, character, determination, and dedica- 
tion to duty as the highest and unconditional priorities. This was in 
the 5 October Daily Address. 


[Question] What about expertise? 
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[Answer] In the past, this drew less of our attention. The national 
Situation at the time requried the involvement of the military in many 
fields. This resulted, for example, in less frequent Armed Forces training. 
Now, the resolution of the national situation affords us an opportunity. 
Now that we have the opportunity, we can raise our capabilities and skills, 
and carry out consolidation. 


[Question] Does the consolidation to a 60 l«ttalion TNI represent the 
best means? 


[Answer] Yes. Our strategy is defense of our bases. For this, we need 
an immediate offensive response capability. 


That is why we have the 60 battalion program. Pak Jusuf wants to have this 
deterrent force in 1979/80. Consolidating into 60 battalions is good, in 
terms of personnel, training, capabilities, and equipment. 


We certainly need support, _n the form of strategic transport. Thus, 
we have procured Hercules aircraft, which can move troops to any corner 
of the nation that is threatened in 24 hours. The Navy will get new 
LST's, Air strike capability will be enhanced by the purchase of F-5 
aircraft. 


In coming yeurs, this force will be increased tc 100 battalions. Past 
experience has shown that we must also have a reserve force, with limited 
military equipment. 


[Question] In what direction do you wish the Armed Forces to go? Where 
is the Armed Forces going? 


[Answer] The Department of Defense and Security's Target and Strategic 

Plan (1979-83) formulates the development of the Armed Forces as follows: 
it will be based on the ideals of struggle, and the Department of Defense 
and Security doctrine for enhancing professionalization and «odernization. 


The primary threat is from subversion and other forms of internal disturb- 
ances, and also regional problems. 


This is what we wish to achieve in the next five years: Improve our skills, 
with highest priority on ethics. Modernization m2ans not only new equip- 
ment, but a modern attitude toward, among other things, efficiency. This 
will be the theme of the Armed Forces leadership. 


In simple terms, the army is the war machine. What Pak Jusuf is doing 
is overhauling this machine and changing the oil so that it can run 
smoothly. 
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Replying to Jusuf 








It is permigsivle to trade after retirement, General Jusuf said. Many 
retired military officers are successful in business. Is this because 
of the stars on their shoulders? 






M. Jasin, Lieutenant General (Ret) 








Jusuf's instructions are “five years overdue," said M. Jasin, 58, former 
secretary general of the De;artment of Public Works, who retired in 1975. 





Although late, he regards the orders as a breath of fresh air. These 
instructions will success if the Minister of Defense and Security is able 
to deal with the practice of indirect involvement in trade. This means 
through a child, wife or relative, who uses the influence of the officer 
or official. Cieaning up of those irregularities must be done from above, 
not from belew, as has been done in the past. This is because subo:‘dinates 
imitate their superiors. 










The Minister's measures must be studied, and applied pragmatically, if 

they are to succeed. "It is not just a political move as 1982 approaches," 
he explained. It will not be just “promises.” "I retired from my »ost | 
as secretary general of the Department of Public Works because I did 

not want to violate Government Directive No 6/1974. I know of many of- 
ficials who violated that regulation,” he said. 










Once outside the government, he was happy to jump into the business world. 
"The first three months were confusing,” he said. At that time, in 1975, 
he was receiving a pre-pension salary of 120,000 Rupiahs per month. This 
declined to 80,000 after he was pensioned off. When he had determined to 
become a businessman, eight enterprises sought him out, and asked him to 
combine them. M. Jasin was pleased. Each month, he receives 1.5 million 
Rupiahs. 














Later, he was less pleased. "They used me as a ‘front,’ only. My name 
Was put on the office door for profit," he said sharply. Later, only three 
industries followed him; Tristar, an electronic firm, in whick he was Prin- 
cipal Director; Hayam Wuruk Permai, in which he served as President of 
Commissioners, with Marshal Suwoto Sukendar as Principal Director; and 
Nindya Laksana, in which he served as a commissioner, along with Lieuten- 
nant General (Ret) Sudirman and General Sutjipto (Ret), former chief of the 
Indonesian Police. 











Two years later, Jasin was again discontented. He began serving as a 
priva\\: consultant. His name spread quickly. Many domestic and foreign 
enterp:ises sought his help in “overcoming obstacles." "One strike can 
cost tens of millions of Rupiahs," he explained. 








His story began in 1976. In three or four sessions at his home, he settled 
a land dispute in Jalan Hayam Wuruk, Jakarta. "I received 50 million 
Rupiahs,” he noted. 
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He then moved completely into this field. "I learned from experience. 
I knew the problems. I knew the weaknesses of the officials, and they 
knew me,” he noted. 


How long will he seek weaith? "I will live not much more than 20 years, 

at the most,” he said. This means age 78. Within that time frame, he 
will continue to seek money; then he will rest. Jasin is apparently fortu- 
Mate. Based on contracts through October 1980, he will reach 75 percent 
of his financial target. "I will not have to work any more after October 
1980. With that money, I can live 20 more years," he said. 


Djukardi Odang, Brigadier General, TNI 


"I will rcturn to the Department of Defense and Security," said the 
Principal Director of Pantja Niaga. He was referring to the instruc~ 
tions of General Jusuf. "The Principal Director of a state-owned limited 
company must not be a military officer. There are many talented people 
in civilian circles who can serve," said Djukardi, 50, who has headed 
Pantja Niaga since 1966, wher he was < major. 


He admitted that at first, he was not interested in becoming an executive, 
and was more interested in making general. When his superior, General 
Yani, ordered him to manage the former state companies, Budi Bhakti and 
Aneka Bhakti, he refused, saying he lacked sufficient knowledge. "Why 
are you afraid to be an executive? You entered the Army knowing only 

how to use a bamboo club. You are ordered there," the late Yani said at 
the time. Later, Djukardi managed state enterprises, and in 1966, he was 
appointed Principal Director of Pantja Niaga State Company. Later he 
also headed several other enterprises, such as Pembangunan Niaga and Cat 
Utama. 


He achieved the desired rank of general in 1975. Once chosen as one of 
ten model executuves in Jakarta, Djukardi's hobby is music. He leads 
his own band, Pantja Niaga. 


A. H. Nasution, General, TNI (Ret) 


Nasution, 61, who is often interviewed in connection with the basic 
concept of dual function of the Armed Forces, preferred to give a written 
response: 


TNI arose spontaneously from the fighting people, particularly from youths 
who fought with weapons, even before they were organized by the govern- 
ment. Thus, the TNI is a people's force that is autonomous; is socio~ 
historically integrated with the people in all things; and was gradually 
nationalized by the central government. This is based on the President's 
speech in 1945: "The Constitution is the foundation and politics of the 
Army." General Soedirman, the Supreme Commander, said, "We sink or swim 
with the nation.” 














Ar. present, the concept of the TNI as the people's army, and disciplined 
struggle, is blurred. Since 1969, it has become necessary for a cleansing, 
both in principle and execution. 


We need a good cleansing, as the nucleus for the Total People's Defense 

and Security, and also in social and political functions as a “national 
right" that is oriented only toward the interests of the entire population, 
with the Constitution as its foundation and politics. The interests of the 
people are the interests of the TNI, but the intereste of the TNI are not 
automatically the interests of the people. 


Good soldiers are those who obey the Seven Pledges, and are devoted citi- 
zens/patriots/knights. In other words, he is a good people's fighter, but 
also an intelligent and skilled soldier. 


An officer is a leader who serves as a model. Ideally, he lives a model 
life style, and in his duties, places the interests of the people and the 
State above all else. In practice, at minimum, he is someone whose person- 
al principles do not attract a negative reaction from the public, and 
someone who does not use his position for personal gain, or for his 


family's gain. 


The decision of the minister of defense and security to ben trade for 
active duty military officers is most encouraging to everyone who wants to 
purify the TNI. There has been an erosion of enthusiasm and idealism. 
There have been excesses which tarnish the image of the TNI. 


This decision is a good move in the refunctionalization of society and the 
State. The TNI should not be engaged in non-functional tasks, unless 
forced to in emergencies or transition. Officers who engage in business 
certainly lessen the prestige of the TNI. 


These instructions can be successful if they are applied consistently, 
and if the president is consistently involved. In addition, there must 
be prudence during transition, to avoid endless unrest. 


It will be difficult to deal with businesses run by officers in the name 
of a family member or friend. Those cannot be restricted by regulation, 
only, but must be investigated \by a team of trusted experts who know the 
details. 


Soemitro, General, TNI (Ret) 


Last month, his nap= was reportedly mentioned as a candidate for chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Will the former commander of the Command 

for Restoration of Security and Order become a businessman? He said he 
would not jump into the business world. "I am only helping my son and 
sons-in-law,"” he noted. His son, a graduate of Bandung Technical Institute, 
is now a broker. His two sons-in-law own Suma Corporation and Cakra Su- 
darma. Soemitro, 53, is President Commissioner of both. By his own admis- 
sion, those titles are in name, only. "I don'c even know what kind of 
businesses they are," he laughed. His involvement is so that they can 


“work well." 
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What about his own activity? “That is still being planned. Thus, I can't 
tell you about it,” he replied. "I can't speed up the question of my 
livelihood. God will decide," he added. 


Have his sons-in-law received any favcrs because of Soemitro's name? 

"When one occupies a position, anything will be believed. When he leaves, 
they will believe there is something behind it." Later, he took a sheet 
of paper on which was written, “What is greatness? Greatness is a two- 
edged coin; its reverse is humility." “In other words,” he explained, 
"the higher you are, the more you must remember, and be close to God. 
Don't be arrogant." 


He regards the ban on trade for act‘-e duty military officers as a profound 
step, and a positive one. “It is a correction because there are deviations 
from the basic concept of dual function, or operational concept, or the 
results of unperfected implementation,” he indicated. General Jusuf is 
working to restore the ethical standards of the military, Soemitro 
believes. 


Ali Sadikin, Lieutenant General (Ret) 


Relaxing at his home in red socks last Sunday morning, the former governor 
of Greater Jekarta was eager to talk. Ali Sadikin, 52, had been a subject 
of conversation. After completing his term as governor, he decided to 
enter the business world because he felt there was no place for him in 

the Department of Defense and Security. "I submitted my request to the 
president. The president officially agreed in November 1977," he explained. 
He had previously obtained permission from the Minister of Defense and 
Security. 


What kind of business is he in now? Presently, he is President Commis- 
sioner of Inobaruna Bulk Transport, which is active in international 
transport. Im addition, since January 1978, he has been Principal 
Director of Arcalina, which is active in trade and business. 


He is comfortable as a private citizen, since he can employ his old com- 
rades from his own pocket. "As a governor, 1 employed thousands of 
people. It was the same in the Navy. But that was the people's money,” 
he said. “The difference is that now, I hire people with my own money. 
I am content.” Around 100 workers are now employed in his enterprises. 


He admitted business was not a fitting aim for his life. “I am a soldier, 
but 1 can also struggle via this business,” he stated. Do his previous 
positions make it easier for him to obtain facilities? He frowned. "I 
approach them as a businessman, not a Lieutenant General; not as a 
governor. In the past, people came to me, and i helped them in their 
efforts. Now I go to them for help in my business. I am businessman. 

I stick to may decision. I go to those to whom I must. And remember, 

I am always treated as Sadikin, a businessman from Jalan Borobudur No ?," 
he explained.

His reaction to General Jusuf's ban: “That order was most correct, 
though long overdue." Why? “Trade by Armed Forces members was wide- 
spread. Trade was regarded by military men as dual function,” he replied. 


He believes trade could damage the military morally, spiritually and 
physically. “But the ban must go further. “It must be accompanied by 
attention to Armed Forces development,” he noted. He means thet in ad- 
dition to salary and adequate facilities, there is also the cost of 
maintaining unity. That is because the Armed Forces must always be ready 
to confront the enemy. 


Acub Zainal, Brigadier General, TNI 


Brigadier General Acub Zainal, former governor of Irian Jaya, has been on 
pre-penrion status since October 1978, and has been in business since 
earlie ‘his year. He knew there was no slot for him in the Department of 
Defer . and Security, and that is why he asked to go on pre-pension status. 
Now. we is happy. "I feel free, and can enjoy life with this business,” 
=e said last week. Friends, former followers and his four children are 
loser. Now, at 51, he is no longer an official, bound by the provisions 
of protocol. 


Why did he choose business? Acub explained: Once, an Indian asked hin, 
“General, what do you really want?" Acub replaed, "I long for wealth.” 
Why? "Wealth can do good. Not for myself. 1 want to help others who are 
in need." To achieve wea’th, he selected business. 


Now he heads several enterprises, including Hamco; Perkesa 78, which 
cooperates with Haron Industry; and Alpha Zenith, whose initials are the 
Same as his. Acub can have guests at his home in Kebayoran Baru, Jakarta, 
since he manages his enterprises from his home. 


"I do not bring my rank and position along in the business world. I want 
success as Acub Zainal, not as a general." He claims he does not use his 
rank to advance his business interests. "They come to Acub Zeinal, not 
to a general,” he stated. 


Yet, his experience with foreign partners indicates he is not free of 
his old position. "At first, they saw only my position and background,” 
he admitted. 


Like many other generals, he believes the Minister of Deiense and Security's 
instruction is correct. He expects the instruction will produce good 
soldiers and officers. It will make them pursue careers in military circles, 
not on the outside. 
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NAVY TO AD FOURTEEN VESSELS TO FLEET 


Five Type

[Excerpts] Two new Indonesian Navy fast patrol boats arrived in Indonesian 
waters this month. A new corvette will arrive on 5 October. 


The two new fast patrol boets are Republic of Indonesia Ship (KRI) Mandau, 
with hull number 621, and the KRI Rencong, with hull number 622. Both 
were ordered from South korea. The corvette is the KRI Fatahilah, hull 
maber 361, ordered from The Netherlands. 


— — — — 


The three new warships were officially announced on 16 and 21 July by Navy 
chief of staff Admiral Waloejo Soegito. The three are the first stage in 
orders for 14 new warships from abroad. The others will come in 1980. 
These include two more corvettes from The Netherlands; two more fast patrol 
boats and four landing ship tank's from South Korea; two submarines from 
West Germany; and a training vessel from Jugoslavia. 


Tae fast patrol boats are designed to meet all requiresents. They have high 
speed, good maneuverability and suitable armament. To protect against the 
rigors of a tropical climate, they have an aluminum alloy frame. 


Yhe corvette from The Netherlands is designed for extended operations. 
It has been supplied with the most modern weapons and equipment, can 
sail at high speeds, and has a long range. 


The two submarines ordered from West Germany are somewhat different from 
those we ordered from Russia in the past. They carry torpedoes as their 
prime weapons; these are guided by a wise control system. 


They can cail at speeds of 30 knots, or about 60 km per hour underwater. 
They can travel faster underwater than on the surface. 


The primary duty of the four LST's >rdered from South Korea is to land 
tanks/amphibious vehicles and persornel on an enemy beach. 
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The training vessel on order from Jugoslavia is a destroyer class. Its 
primary duty-is to train naval personnel in various aspects of a warship's 
operation, including machinery, electronics, guidance system, navigation, 
etc. 


As is customary, the names of warships are selected from names of patriots, 
or geographic areas. 


Corvette Arrives

[Excerpts] After a voyage of about 9,090 miles from Den Helder, The 
Netherlands, the new Indonesian Navy corvette, KKI Fatahillah, hull 
number 361, arrived in Indonesian waters Wednesday, and docked at the 
Samudera Pura Pier, Tanjung Priok, Jakarta. The entire crew and the 
vessel's commander, Naval Lieutenent Colonel Sutanto, are in good condi- 
tion. 


During the 3l-day voyage (departed Den Helder on 2 September), the KRI 
Fatahillah visited the French naval base at Brest. There, it was further 
equipped with four surface-to-surface missiles. 


Prior to sailing for Indonesian waters, the KRI Fatahillah underwent two 
and one-half months of siea trials. The trials took it 14,600 miles, from 
Wilton Fejernoord Shipyard, Schiedam, The Netherlands to Den Helder; 
Bergen; Portland; Las Palmas; North Africa; Las Palmas; Poriland; Den 
Helder; and Schiedam, again. 


In those sea trials, which lasted from 9 April to 16 June, the capabilities 
of the engines were tested; as was the rudder, and the gas turbines, from 
start to full speed. 


All navigational equipment, all weaponry, and the Sensor Weapon Control and 
Command were tested, as well. 


The second sea trial was carried out by the vessel's Indonesian crew, under 
the command of Lieutenant Colonel Soetanto. That trial, under Indonesian 
flag, was from 1 to 23 August. 


The KRI Fatahillan and the other two corvettes, the KRI Malahayati and the 
KRI Nala represent a contract signed with Wilton Fejernoord Shipyard of 
Scheidam on 20 August 1975, contract no R/04/16/1/F3JC. The KRI Fatahillah 
weighs 1,400 tons, and measures 276 x 36 x 10.7 feet. 


Its CODOG engines are a combination of one Olympus TM 38 turbine and two 


MTU diesel 4,000 horsepower, aided by two propellers capable of turning 
over 31 knots. 
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Weaponry includes four surface-to-surface missiles; one 40-mm gun, two 
pairs of 20-mm machine guns, an ASRL 375 rm, and torpedoes. The majority 
of these weapons are manual, not guided, but all can be electronically 
directed from the Combat Information Center, which can direct .ire on a 
target with near 100 percent accuracy.

REACTION TO PURCHASE OF SKYHAWKS 


Jakarta TEMPO in Indonesian No 37,10 Nov 79 pp 8, 9 


{[Artiele: “Intention Was to Make Things Easy, But Caused Quite a Stir"] 


[Excerpts] The purchase of Skyhawk airplanes has clearly had an aftermath. 
Indonesia bought them from the U.S. But because there were none on hand, 
the U.S. repurchased planes that had been sold to Israel. This caused 
quite a stir. “This could clearly hurt our diplomats in the Middle East," 
said chairman of Parliamentary commission I Chalid Mawardi last week. 


Some pointed to the change in attitude of several Arab countries at the 
UN as proof. On 2 November in the voting on the Vast Timor question in 
UN commission IV several countries changed their attitudes. Iran that 
was opposed changed to supperting, but Saudi Arabia that was opposed, ab- 
stained. 


Events began early in October when the WASHINGTON POST announced that 
Indonesia had purchased a squadron of A 4-E Skyhawks from Israel. Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs Mochtar who at the time was attending the UN general 
assembly session in New York, quickly issued clarification to the foreign 
ministers of Islamic countries attending the session. 


"The report isn't true. It is true that Indonesia has purchased fighter 
planes, but from the U.S.," explained Mochtar at that time. 


In Indonesia the reaction was quite strong. What was questioned was the 
fact that the Skyhawks had been used by Israel. To meet the Indonesian 
purchase order the U.S. government had repurchased one squadron which it 
had previously sold to Israel. According to reports, U.S. law forbids the 


purchasing country from reselling directly to a thrid country any arma- 
ments purchased. 


Then came the explanation from the U.S. embassy in Jakarta. "The U.S. 
government got the planes from Israel in accord with laws relating to 
Supervision of the Export of Weapons, and then resold them to the Indo- 
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This is a direct sale and not one through a th‘rd country. Congress has been 
informed in accord with existing laws." 


The planned purchase of the Skyhawk planes from the U.S. wes first discussed 
in 1977 when U.S. Vice President Walter Mondale visited Jakarta. At that 
time agreement was reached on the purchase of 12 F-4 Tiger planes and a 
number of M-16 rifles. On 31 March 1978 a Letter of Offer and Acceptance 
was signed. It is a price deternimation agreement along with the acceptance 
of conditions. It said that Indonesia would pay $25.8 million as agreed 

but would not have to pay any additional if prices went up. 


Israel planned on replacing its Skyhawks with the F-15 Tomcat to be pur- 
chased from the U.S., because Iran canceled its order for 80 F-15s. It 
isn't clear when the Skyhawks purchased by Indonesia were built but one 
source explained that from an economic aspect, the planes aren't considered 
too good a buy because it is felt that they wi’l only last until 1985. 


Reports that new Skyhawks aren't being made any longer are true. At the 
beginning of this year the last Skyhawk A-4 built by McDonnell-Douglas 
came off the assembly line. But spare parts will continue to be produced. 
In 27 years, 2,930 Skyhawks have been built for the U.S. Navy. There are 
six other countries which use the plane, Australia, Argentina, Israel, 
Kuwait, New Zealand and Singapore. In addition Indonesia has purchased 
the second hand ones. It is also reported that Ma laysia will buy 80 of 
the planes and has already set aside funds totaling $131 million.

It seems that the purchase can't be canceled. "I have checked with the 
department of finance. Payment has already been made directly to the U.S. 
government," said Mochtar last week. Was the possibility of there being 
a reaction in Indonesia taken into account at the time the decision was 
made to buy the Skyhawks? Mochtar answered "it certainly was." 


An official at the department of foreign affairs commented: "The Arab 
countries themselves haven't stirred up matters. Why then should we?" 

He pointed out that there are several Indonesian ambassadors in the Middle 
East and not one of them has been asked for clarification by the govern- 
ment of his respective country. And their ambassadors in Jakarta also 
haven't said anything. When visiting Jakarta last week the representative 
of the PLO Khaled Sheikh said the PLO had no objection as long as the 
purchase was actually made from the U.S.

TRANSALL AIRCRAFT PURCHASE CONTRACT SIGNED 
Jakarta TEMPO in Indonesian No 37, 10 Nov 79 pp 50, 51 
{[Article: "Transalls Expensive; Please Note"] 


[Excerpts] It can now be guaranteed that in 2 more years there will be 
more transmigrants flying from Java. To complement the three Hercules 

L 100-30 airplanes made by Lockheed (U.S.), which have been used since 
last September to carry transmigrants, the government, in this case the 
department of communications, has signed a purchase contract for three 
Transall C-160 planes. But the price of the planes, produced jointly 

by the West German Messerschmitt-B »)lkow-Blohm and the French Aerospatiale 
company is considered too expensive by some members of Parliament. 


Last week KOMPAS printed a farily long article comparing the two types 
of planes. It said the Super Hercules has a load capacity of 23.126 tons 
and a range of 3,363 km when fully loaded. These were purchased by the 
government for $10.025 million each. The Transall C-160 with a load 
capacity of 10 tons and a range of 1,700 km cost $27.5 million each. 


In trial flights held during July and August of last year the Hercules 
proved to be much larger and is now chartered by Pelita Air Service. It 
carried 1,167 passengers in 10 flights. The Transall C-160 which according 
to plans will be leased to Pelita Air Service carried 778 passangers du- 
ring 13 flights at that time. 


The government itself, through several papers in Jakarta, hasn't stopped 
promoting the Transall as a plane capable of landing on airstrips only 
700 meters long. So the plane made by West Germany and France is con- 
sidered able to land in those transmigrant areas where a plane as large 
as the Super Hercules coundn't land. 


But what is interesting is that the price of one Transall, after being 
equipped with various emblems, is actually more than $27.5 million. Figured 
in German currency, the three C-160s are stated to cost 158.28 million 
Deutschemarks. So one plane costs around 52.76 million Deutschemarks. In 
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dollars this is $25.12 million. But the addition of this and that in ser- 
vices after the sale normally adds 10 percent to the cost of the place, so 
the actual cost of one Transall is around $27.5 million. 


But the sales contract has been inflated to more than 227 million Deutsche- 
marks for the three planes. This is more than 75.6 million Deutschemarks 
for each plane ($36 million). What happened? From data gathered, the 

plane which isn't known by Indonesian pilots and technicians was 
accompanied by other purchases in 2 package deal. 


Charges in the package deal include spareparts and ground equipment for 
the airplanes, 58.85 million Deutschemarks; operational equipment, 6.3 
million Deutschemarks; training costs, 2.4 million Deutschemarks; tech- 
nical aid, 1.35 million Deutschemarks; transportation and related costs, 
2.56 million Deutschemarks and shipping and inflight costs, 258,000 
Deutschemarks. However, one Super Hercules costs $10.025 million and this 
includes all additional costs. 


The purchase contract was signed by Director General of Air Communications 
Sugiri on 25 September 1979. Messerschmitt-Bolkow-Blohm GmbH was repre- 
rented by Richard Paul and Helman Stellner, both from the company's com- 
mercial aircraft division. 


The planes will only be du.ivered in 1982 and only one at a time, beginning 
in late January until late March. 


What about the payment? This seemingly was arranged not long after the 
agreement was reached between Nurtanio Ltd and Messerschmitt~Bolkow-Blohm 
and Aerospatiale. The Dresdner Bank in Germany which handles the account 

of Messerschmitt-Bolkow-Blohm seems prepared to provide credit totaling 
$75 million with interest only 7/8 percent above LIBOR or the normal rate 
of interest fixed at the London exchange. The loan will be carried out 
through Dresdner (South East Asia) Ltd in Singapore. This has been approved 
by the department of finance.

CHANGES IN POLICE REGION COMMANDS 


Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 7 Nov 79 p 1 


[Article: “Beginning 15 November 1979 Code Numbers And Names of All Kodak 
Outside of Java and Sumatra to be Changed") 


[Text] In instructions issued in October 1979 the chief of Indonesian 
police has decided that changes should be made in the code numbers, 

names and abbreviations of several police region commands (Kodak) in 
Indonesia. The changes began to be implemented on 5 November 1979 and will 
be completed in stages by the end of March 1980, according to the police 
information service in an announcement on 6 November. 


All Kodaks outside of Java and Sumatra will have ‘their code numbers and/or 
names changed. Kodak VI which originally was called South Sumatra will be 
changed to Kodak VI/Southern Sumatra. The name for the special capital 
region of Jakarta, which was originally called the greater Jakarta 
metropolitan city police command (Kodak Metro Jaya) will be changed to 
Kodak VII/Metro Jaya. 


The seven Kodaks in Sumatra and Java will remain unchanged. These are 
Kodak I/Aceh, Kodak II/North Sumatra, Kodak III/West Sumatra, Kodak 
IV/Riau, Kodak VIII/Langlangbuana West Java, Kodak IX Central Java and 
Kodak X/East Java. 


Eight Kodaks 


The eight Kodaks undergoing changes in code numbers and/or names are 
Kodak XI/ West Kalimantan will be changed to Kodak V/West Kalimantan. 
Kodak XIII/South Kalimantan will be changed to Kodak XIII/ Southern and 
Centcal Kalimantan, abbreviated Kodak XIII/South Kalimantan. 


Kodak XIV/East Kalimantan will be changed to Kodak XII/East Kalimantan. 
The Lesser Sunda police regional command will be changed from Kodak XV 
to Kodak XI. The South and Southwest Sulawesi region will be changed 
from Kodak XVIII to Kodak XIV. 
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The numbers for police region command XIX/North and Central Sulawesi will 
be changed to XV. For Maluku the change will be from Kodak XX to Kodak XVI. 
Finally Kodak XXI/Irian Jaya will become Kodak XVII.

TRADE WITH BULGARIA PROGRESSES 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 6 Sep 79 p 3 


[Excerpt] The trade and economic relationship between Bulgaria and Indone- 
sia has made much progress and is profitable to both countries involved. 

The trade balance between the two has reached US $3 million, of which 

US $1 million is from that country to Indonesia, and the rest from Indonesia 
to Bulgaria. Thus was the explanation given by the Bulgarian Ambassador 

Dr Matey Karasimeonov to the press yesterday in Jakarta. 


In giving this message, also in relation to the country's 35th birthday 
which is 9 September, he declared that the progress is visible through the 
visit of a trade and economic mission from Bulgaria to Indonesia which was 
led by the Vice Minister of Foreign Trade Spas Georgiev recently. 


At this opportunity both sides agreed to a program in the form of economic, 
educational and technical aid. Up to now, according to Ambassador Karasime- 
onov, Bulgaria imports a large quantity of black pepper, coffee, tea, batik 
and rubber from Indonesia. In the future, that country will import tin 

from Indonesia but he did not specify for certain how much tin his country 
is going to buy from Indonesia each year. Discussion on this matter has 
already taien place by both parties. 


Bulgaria's exports to Indonesia consist of forklifts, metal cutter machin- 
ery, electrical installations, typewriters, canned food and jam. This 
will continue with chemical products and medicines. Regarding forklifts 
and typewriters, Bulgaria will permit Indonesia to provide assembly facili- 
ties for them. 
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TIN EXPORTS TO EASTERN EUROPE TO INCREASE 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 5 Sep 79 pp 1,3 


[Excerpt] The recent improvement in the payment procedures of the social- 
ist countries in Eastern Europe have given an opportunity to Indonesia to 
increase its tin exports to those countries, said the spokesman of the 
National Tin Company, Goentoro S.F. yesterday in his office. 


He said that Indonesian tin exports to the socialist countries has been 
carried out for a long time. But Indonesia apparently lost interest in 
increasing tin exports because of the long time required to receive pay- 
ment. But nowadays the payment has significantly improved and can be done 
in 2 weeks. 


The socialist countries of East Europe which until now are still importing 
Indonesian tin are: Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Romania, although 
the amount is not very significant, around 1,000 tons a year. Bulgaria 
used to import Indonesian tin also, but has not been importing iin for 

4 years now. 


Goentoro did not mention how much Indonesia can increase tin exports to the 
socialist countries. 


For Indonesia, he said, the main thing is to preserve the relationship 
with "old customers" so that the continuity of tin marketing can be 
guaranteed. It is important to maintain this relationship so that 
Indonesia's tin customers will continue to want tc buy our tin even at 
less than favorable prices. 


In 1979, Indonesia's export target is 27,000 tons. From this amount, 
25,000 tons is export from the National Tin Company. The target can be 
met, because the Bangka II dredge is a!lveady in operation, mining tin 
offshore, and the Bima dredge of the Rio Tin Mining Co will be operating 

by the end of this year. Indonesia's intent to increase tin exports to the 
socialist countrie’: «as announced by the Minister of Mining and Energy 
Subroto last Monday in Bina Graha. 
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GEBE ISLAND NICKEL MINING ACTIVITIES INCREASE 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 13 Sep 79 p 3 


[Excerpts] Nickel mining activities in Gebe Island have reached opera- 
tional level and such heavy equipment as hydraulic shovels, bulldozers, 
dumptrucks, and graders are being used. In November 1977 the Aneka Tambang 
took over from the Japanese company INDEGO, which has withdrawn from the 
Gebe Island project. 


The first export took place in April 1979 with 200,000 tons going to Japan 
in the first 2 months according to agreement. The amount of exports to 
Japan in 1979 is hoped to reach 800,000 tons. This export is hoped to 
steadily increase until it reaches 1.5 million tons each year beginning 
in 1982, an official in the Public Relations Office of the Department of 
Mining and Energy saic to Angkatan Bersenjata recently. 


He explained further thai: the island of Gebe is in the central Maluku 
second-level region, province of Maluku. It is located in a string of 
islands which contain enough nickel reserves with a potential of 20 years. 
As compared *o the nickle mint 3 industry in Pomala, Southeast Sulewesi, 
the Gebe lel 1d project has n.ckel ore with a chemical structure better 
suited for tne production of ferronickel, with a high nickel content, a 
mining location which is favorable, close to the shore, the location of 
the harbor is close to the mining areas, and the location of Gebe Island 
which is closer to industrial centers than Ponala or New Caledonia. 


Communication with Ternate, Ambon and Sorong is done by tugboat owned by 
Aneka Tambang. An airport for light planes such as twin-Otter or Cessna, 
has been built but has not been officially opened by the director general 
of air communications. Gebe Island communicates with Jakarta and its ~~ 
branch offices in Ternate and Sorong, by single siavband radio. Gradually 
the export of nickel ore will be shifted from Pomala, Southeast Sulawesi, 
to Gebe Island, so that ¢*e nickel mined in Pomala will only be used for 
reserves for the ferronickel factory in Pomala which is in operation since 
1976 and is hoped to be increased in size and operation. 
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OIL EXPLORATION PLAN TO COST $390 MILLION 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 8 Sep 79 pp 1,9 


[Text] The oil exploration program by Pertamina and its foreign con- 
tractors in the years 1979/1980 will cost US $390 million, which means 
that it has accelerated past the first yearly plan of the exploration 
activities in Indonesia in the 3d 5-Year Plan which was planned as t «ving 
only a value of US $295 million. 


Minister of Mining and Energy Subroto declared that statement to newsmen 
in his office Thursday noon. 


In the beginning of his statement he stated that within the framework of 
developing the oil sector in Indonesia, Pertamina in Pelita III needs 
funds of about US $17.6 billion. The abovementioned funds are needed to 
finance 12 types of oil activities within 5 years. It is expected the* 
the funds will be obtained from Pertamina's own budget, from the Govern- 
ment, and foreign contractors’ which operate in Indonesia. 


The 5-year plan by Pertamina is divided into yearly plans. In the first 
yearly plan funds have been allotted for the 1979/80 exploration and are 
readily available, as projected from the exploration pvoduction programs, 
but there have been cost overruns. 


He said that in order to reach the production level of 582 million barrels 
a year at the end of Pelita III, US $1,090 million was needed. Now | 
Pertamina and its foreign contractors have already programmed construction 

costs in the oil production sector at US $1.3 billion. "Whether the US 

$17.6 billion will be available during Pelita III will depend on a number 

of things. Among other things, it will be influenced by the investment 

climate. But I, along with foreign contractors, am optimistic that in the 

coming years the situation will be increasingly better for investment in 

the oil industry,” Subroto said. 


At a neweman's inquiry he stated that Pertamina’s current budget (1970/1980) 
consisted of revenues of US $1.5 billion, and expenditures of US $1.4 
billion. Most expenses are on exploration, production, processing and 


shipping. 
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When asked about Pertamina's debts, the minister stated that the short 

range debts have all been paid, but only a part of the long range debt 

has been taken care of. The biggest long range debts of Pertamina deal 

with the lease and lease-purchase of 37 sea tankers with a value of US 

$3.3 billion. "Ministers Sumarlin and Radius Prawiro who are given the 

task to wipe out Pertamina's debts by the gevernment, are ircying to get 

the contracts on the tankers cancelled. The problem is practically settled, 
but Indonesia still has to pay the cost of cancellation, only several 
million dollars, much less than the value of the contract itself,” the 
minister said. 


When asked about Indonesian LNG for the United States, Minister Subroto 
said: “The cost of building additional production units at the Arun LNG 
plant to supply the U.S. aoes not present a problem. If the U.S. Govern- 
ment agrees to the plan to import Indonesian LNG, then funds for con- 
structing two trains is not too hara io obtain.” He declared further 

that: "As soon as the U.S. Department of Energy states that they agree 

to the import of LNG from Indonesia, we will immediately begin registration 
with foreign banks who have shown interest in giving us loans to build addi- 
tional] trains in Arun. Even now we have already investigated loans for the 
abovementioned purpose. 


The Indonesian Government hopes that the United States Government will give 
their decision about importing LNG from Arun in October or November of this 
year.

FUNDING FOR DUMAi Hy DROCRACKER PKOJECT DISCUSSED 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 7’ Sep 79 pp 1,7 


[Excerpts] The government will fund the construction of the Dumai hydro- 
cracker itself, if foreign funds are indeed unavailable, said Minister of 
Mining and Energy Subroto yesterday at his office. 


The government has decided that tiiis hydrocracker project which has a : 
capacity of 85,000 barrels of oil a day will be run as a joint venture. 


Also, foreign investers will not get a guarantee from the government of 
the funds they invest in the project. Payments of this loan will be done 
using the income received after the project is in operation. 


This is a new concept in acquiring foreign investment. The foreign par- 
ties funding the project are alsc responsible for the risks involved. This 
hae been done in Arun and Badak natural gas projects. 


With the old method used, foreign investors granting loans received a 
guarantee from the government, thus repayments of the loan did not dep_nd 
on the end results of the project, and the foreign investors were not 
affected by the risks involved. 


Subroto admitted that with this new method, foreign investors interested 
in the hydrocracker jroject became limited. These investors originated 
among others from West Germany, Spain and Taiwan. 


— — — — — + — 


Japan which was interested in the project decided to withdraw when it 
learned that th: project would be a joint venture. A big corporation 
from South Korea aid the same, after they did not acquire support from 
their government. 


Although it is still pot clear where the source of funding is going to 
come rom, Pertamina has received orders to clear the land which is going 
to b used to build the hydrocracker which later will become the biggest 
unit in the world. Together with BPPT (Office of Research and Applied 
Technology), Pertamina will conduct research to determine which process 
will be utilized to transform oil from low sulfur waxy residues into 
kerosene, gasoline and LPC gas. 
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Now Pertimina is permitted to look for foreign loans but is being observed 
more closely by the government through employees from the Department of 
Finance and Central Bank, who are members of the team which is assigned to 
look for foreign investment. Pertamina is permitted to look for loans after 
obtaining the approval of the Board of Commissioners, which consists of 
several ministers: minister of finance, minister of mining and energy, 
minister of defense, minister of industry and also the chairman of 

Bappenas (National Development Planning Board) assisted by Mendagkop 
(minister of trade and cooperatives) and minister of PAN (minister of 
administrative reform). 
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HANOI CORRESPONDENT DESCRIBES INFORMATION, CULTURAL ACTIVITIES

[Text] During our visit to heroic Kampuchea, we have had many opportunities 
to meet the officials of the Information, Propaganda and Culture Ministry. 
Although he was very busy, Comrade Minister Keo Chanda devoted many sessions 
to filling us in on the situation and creating favorable conditions for us 
to visit cultural installations that have been restored and have served 
with efficiency in recent days, 


The KAMPUCHEA newspaper comes out once a week, with as many as 6,000 copies 
per issue. Apart from news and articles there are beautiful photographs. 
Special editions on the summit meetings between Kampuchea and Vietnam and 
between Kampuchea and Laos featured a supplement printed in many colors. 

A regular and fast distribution system by air brings the newspaper to 

every area, from the provinces down to villages. 


Radio Kampuchea now is a very useful outlet for information and propaganda, 
for a great majority of Kampucheans are still illiterate. The station 
transmits daily on the 31, 49, and 320 meter bands during the morning, noon 
and evening hours. In my meeting with the comrades in charge of the 
station, I was told that before long, Radio Kampuchea will have additional 
programs in six foreign languages: Thai, English, French, Le, Chinese 

and Vietnamese (I would like to add for your information that on the 
occasion of Kampuchea's New Year's Festival, our Ministry of Culture and 
Information presented Kampuchea's Ministry of Information, Propaganda and 
Culture with 3,000 Vietnamese transistor radios. This was a small gift, 
but for our friends it was a significant and valuable one.) 


Many Kampuchean cultural installations have been rehabilitated, repaired, and 
put back into operation, The Museum of Antique Treasures was boarded up 
under the repressive rule of the Pol Pot-leng Sary clique, Precious items 
were stolen, the remaining pieces were damaged, and the housing facilities 
were in a state of decay. Since the establishment of the People's Republic 
of Kampuchea, the museum has reopened its doors, due to the effort of 

its personnel. The Mentis cinema, one of nearly 30 movie theaters in Phnom 
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Penh, has been repaired and now operates normally, Cadres, troops, and 

the people flock to the theater daily to view the newsreels and short 
documentaries which the moviemaking section of Kampuchea's Ministry of 
Information, Propaganda and Culture has just produced, such as "The 
Kampuchean-Lao Summit," and Vietnamese films such as "We Arrive in Phnom 
Penh," "Kampuchea Welcomes the Vietnamese Government Delegation Led by Prime 
Minister Pham Van Dong on a State Friendship Visit," as well as other 
movies. 


Kampuchea now has three large artistic troupes: the National Artistic 
Troupe, the Military Artistic Troupe, and the Radio Station Band. Blending 
Kampuchea's rich and unique folklore with healthy and revolutionary plots, 
the three artistic troupes have presented in recent days a varied program 
reflecting a strong nationalistic touch to a wide audience of cadres, the 
armed forces, and people at Chamcar Mon palace, the National Theater, and 
other places around Phnom Penh. 


Formerly, Phnom Penh had many printing houses, but they had been almost 
destroyed. The problem of dismantled equipment, missing parts, and supply 
shortages notwithstanding, within a short time a number of these printing 
houses have been cleaned up, refitted, and put back into operation, 
including a large plant with an overall printing capacity of 2 billion 
pages of 13 x 19 cm size for high-quality production of newspapers and 
color pictures, 


The cultural, literary and artistic activities in the localities have been 
increasingly exciting. 


In the provinces of Mondulkiri, Kratie, Kompong Thom, Kompong Cham, Battam- 
bang, Kompong Chhnang, Kandal, Siemreap, Svayrieng, and Preyveng, there are 
a broadcasting system and mobile propaganda units, whose performances 
include news talks, exhibits, soapbox literary and artistic plays, and motion 
picture shows. Many organs, military units, enterprises, and rural bases 
have se* up mass literary and artistic units. 


In particular, Siemreap has speedily established an integrated provincial 
artistic troupe (a song, dance and musical ensemble) is with over 50 actors 
and actresses whose continuous presentations have drawn hundreds of thousands 
of viewers. 


Kampucheans have a traditional collective dance, called “roam-vong." A 
song, a musical note at best, or rhythmical handclapping at least--these 
are enough to incite everyone, old and young alike, to instantly form a 
circle and begin to jig. It can be said that during the past stirring 
days, mostly during the traditional Chonchenan New Year Festival and the 
17 April National Day, Kampuchea as a whole joyfully danced throughout the 
night. 


While dancing, many Kampucheans could not hold back their tears. They said: 


"Over the past 4 years we have had no New Year festivals, no dances, and 
no songs--whether at night or in secrecy. Now we are free to have then." 
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In Vietnam We knew that Kampuchea is enthusiastic about popular and 
collective dance; but after visiting that beautiful country we realized 
that Kampuchea also has a multifaceted and rich artistic popular heritage. 
Many Kampucheans play national and modern musical in‘truments very well. 
Musicals and mimes are popular. Shows by mass literary and artistic units 
always include timely creative numbers praising the new life, assailing 

and condemning the genocidal regime of the Pol Pot-leng Sary clique and 
their Peking bo~ses, and eulogizing the special friendship between Kampuchea 
and Vietnam, becween Kampuchea and Laos. 


In Kampuchea there now is a very heavy task. "We have strived much but have 
not done much," Kampucheans used to say. This is the task of conserving 
historical cultural objects as well as documentary evidence of the bloody 
crimes of the Pol Pot-Ieng Sary clique and their Peking "advisers." 


While continuing to mop up the Pol Pot military remnants who are stealthily 
operating against the revolution, many military units have increased the 
protection of renowned cultural and architectural works in Phnom Penh and in 
the localities, in particular the temples of Angkor Thom and Angkor Wat.

HENG SAMRIN REGIME SEEKS TO OPEN INFORMATION BUREAU IN STOCKHOLM

[Text] The Vietnamese-supported Heng Samrin regime in Kampuchea which lias 
been seeking diplomatic recognition in the Western world for a long time, 
wants to open an information bureau in Stockholm, DAGENS NYHETER has learned. 


The Swedish Government is taking a cautious wait-and-see attitude and empha- 
sizes that an eventual information bureau should not be interpreted to mean 
that the Phnom Phen regime will be recognized. 


Nevertheless, it can be so interpreted by both the Kampuchean capital and 
other states. The mere fact that Swedish diplomats contacted the Heng Samrin 
foreign minister attracted some attention at the recent conference of non- 
alined nations in Havana. There was speculaticn that the ice was breaking 
up in regard to Heng Samrin's efforts to win diplomatic recognition. 


Ways of Contact 


The Heng Samrin regime has up to now been recognized by only the Soviet Union, 
Cuba and their allies. The United Nations still recognize the deposed Pol 
Pot regime. 


Foreign Minister Ola Ullsten (People's Party) has emphasized energetically 

in the debate that Sweden sees advantages in keeping contact with both parties 
in the conflict. In that way Sweden can best assist the war-ravaged country 
with humanitarian aid. Demands by the leftwing Communist Party in particular 
to recognize Heng Samrin have been rejected repeated. 


PLO Office 
The foreign office is weighing at present what position to take regarding 
an eventual infomaation bureau. It is pointed out that liberation movements 


such as the PLO (the Palestinian Liberation Organization) have had offices 
in Stockholm for a long time without its leading to diplomatic recognition. 
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Conversations 


The Kampuchean foreign minister has had talks quite recently with two high- 
ranking Swedish diplomats: Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
Leif Leifland in Havana and Counselor Thord Palmlund in Phnom Phen. 


Thord Palmlund, who was under secretary of state for aid matters in the 
People’s Party cabinet, emphasizes that his task only involves humanitarian 
assistance, 


Thord Palmlund, accompanied by Gerd Johnsson, an expert in refugee problems, 
was received by the Heng Samrin government as the first Western delegation. 


Sihanouk 


“Foreign Minister Hun “en did not demand Swedish recognition of the regime 
and understood the present Swedish position," Thord Palmlund says. 


The government has also ha. regular contact with another party in the 
Kampuchean conflict, Prince Sihanouk, who lives in exile in Peking and North 
sorea. Sihanouk stated in an interview with DAGENS NYHETER recently that 

he is ready to take an active part in the struggle in Kampuchea but on 
neither the Pol Pot's nor the Heng Samrin’s side. He wants to reestablish 
the neutral state he once represented. 


Sihanouk is expected to visit Stockholm in February at the invitation of 
Olof Palme. He is expected then to have conversations with the government.

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NEW ANTARCTIC BODY FORMED--Wellington (PA)--Auckland branches of seven 
organisations concerned with the future of Antarctica have formed a 
committee to promote public interest in New Zealand's role there. The 
groups it\ the Auckland Committee for Antarctica are Greenpeace, Friends 
of the Earth, the United Nations Associations, the Environmental Defence 
Society, Epicentre, the Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament, and the Labour 
Party. The committee will study territorial claims to Antarctica, 
permanent demilitarisation of the continent, the regulation of trans- 
port and communications, the controlled use of resources, and protection 
of the environment. United Nations control of Antarctica, which has no 
governing body, will also be studied. While seven countries, including 
New Zealand, claim 80 per cent of the continent, the United States and 
the Soviet Union neither make nor recognise any claims. Similar study 
groups in the South Island are being encouraged by the Auckland com- 
mittee, which sees Christchurch as the likely headquarters of an inter- 
mational Antarctica regime.
